Grand Opening 
For Lyons-Ryan 



Voters of two. Antioch 
school districts approved ta.v 
hikes of 21c in the educa- 
tional tax rales of the schools 
last Saturday. 

Antioch Grade School vot- 
ers approved the higher tax 
rate with 250 "yes" votes and 
170 "no" voles, with three 
spoiled ballots. Emmons 
School voters approved the 
tax hike. 142 to 70 with one 
spoiled ballot. 

The tax raise at Antioch 
Grade School "raised I he edu- 
cational lax rate from 00c to 
$1 11 per $100 of assessed 
valuation. This is the. first 
increase in the AGS educa- 
tional lux rale since March of 
1045. 

The. Antioch Grade School 
board expects to have a defi- 
cit of about $48,000 by the 



end of this school year. The 
lax hike will appear on tax 
bills in-lho summer of 1008. 
which means ■ that the school 
must operate on its "present 
income through the' next 
school year^ By that time, 
the deficit is estimated at 
about $134,000. "We hope 
by spending our money care- 
rully, Ihat we will be able to 
get the .school's, finances 
straightened out once the 
extra tax money starts coin- 
ing in." Supt. Richard Whit- 
acre said. 

Whitacrc said he was grati- 
fied at tiie approval of the 
tax raise. "11 was a bitterly 
cold day," Whitacre said.

A supporter of the law, on a radio program 
last week, dealt with a question often raised by 
opponents. That is the idea that Americans,' hav- 
ing always been free to own firearms, constitute 
a great standing army in case of take over of the. 
country by. Communists or some other group. 

This old premise, stated the speaker t!e- 
cidedly, is no longer valid. There-is no danger of 
such a thing occurring in the United States today. 

Presumably, the gentleman feels that bombs 
and airplanes have made such wars outdated. 
Yet most of the wars today are exactly the type 
of infiltration and door-to-door terrorism which 
would make the gun in every household a thing 
of value. And who is to say that such a war may 
not eventually be waged in this country? 

In any event, registration of guns is not go- 
ing to end crime in the U.S.* nor even make a dent 
on it. Criminals will find a way to get guns, or 
will manufacture a substitute. It 'very possibly 
could increase crime, by increasing the number 
of stolen guns and hatching a thriving bootleg 
traffic in firearms. - 

A gun registration law will discourage own- 
ership of guns by responsible, la\v-abj clings citi- 
zens, and cou1d_provide potential enemies with 
a mc^Timplete list of every firearm in the coun- 
try. The criminal will find a way to circumvent 
the law. ' 

If there is one thing we don't need, it's more 

. laws. We need enforcement of the laws we have. 

Let the" legislature spend their time removing 

loop holes in some of the laws already on the 

■books.' 

Courthouse Notebook

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The American trucking in- 
dustry spends hundreds of 
thousands of dollars each 
year in a public relations 
program and highway safety 
program to forestall legisla- 
tion which might hamper the 
operations of the highway 
behemoths and in one night 
a few truck drivers can undo 
all the good that has been 
accomplished. 

It i.T an unpleasant experi- 
ence even on a clear day to 
-be cruising along at_oiMiear 
the speed limit in a passen- 
ger car .and then have" sev- 
eral tons of truck breeze past 
you with a wind blast that al- 
most flips you over. 

It is Infinitely worse when 
you' are feeling your way 
carefully through a blinding 
storm. 
In the' course of a five mile 
. drive through last Thurs- 
day's blizzard on Skokic 
Highway at least six trucks 
passed us at speeds well in 
excess of those dictated by 
the road and visibility con- 
ditions. 

In each case the backlash 
of wind and the blinding 
swirls of drift sfiow thrown 
up by the trucks almost sent 
us in the ditch. 

We thought briefly of get- 
ting the name of the com- 
pany or the license number, 
but all identification was 
blocked out by the heavy 
snow coaling the trucks or 
identification was impossible 
. because of the weather con- 
ditions. 

The drivers of these trucks 
were guilty of criminal neg li- 
gence in their driving under 
those conditions.' 
- In the light of this situa- 
tion and similar incidents in 
other rain and snow-storms 
it does not seem unreason- 
able to suggest legislation 
* which - would —force^ trucks 
and buses off the highways 
when road and weather con- 
ditions are such that they 
become a definite menace to 
other motorists. 

It may be true that ouP 
commerce and economy de- 
pend to a great deal on the 
fast, efficient transportation 
< made possible by the trucks, 



hut- the economy also de- 
pends on live customers. 
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This looks like 
legislative session 
tavern industry. 

'Some legislators, under- 
standably concerned ahoul 
'the chilling highway fatality 
statistics arc pushing for 
legislation which would make 
drunken driving a crime al- 
most as bad as rape or mur- 
der. 
— -They-arc-pushing-for-an 

'/implied consent" law which 
would make it mandatory 
for a driver to submit to a 
sobriety test even though 
this, in effect, would deprive 
a driver of his right not to 
incriminate himself guaran- 
teed by the Fifth Amend- 
ment. 

This evidence presented to 
a jury could convict a driver 
of reckless homicide in a traf- 
fic death even though it 
could not be proved that the 
intoxication actually had any 
direct .Bearing on the fatal 
crash. • 

Along with this legislation 
is a hill which "would reduce 
the level of alcoholic content 
in the blood by which a 
driver would be adjudged 
legally intoxicated. 

While the safety-conscious 
legislators are pushing for 
laws which will make a visit 
to your friendly neighbor- 
hood tavern less attractive 
and more risky another 
group in the Illinois General 
Assembly is seeking to pluck 
a few more feathers from 
the goose that lays all those 
golden tax eggs. 

Liquor taxes already pro- 
vide a substantial portion of 
state revenues, and these are 
augmented .by sales taxes 
paid by the tavern and res- 
taurant industry. 
— Tliestatetaxeswlll'almost 
certainly* be increased dur- 
ing the present session and 
there are strong possibilities 
the legislature . will give 
cities the right to impose an 
additional municipal tax on 
all liquor. • 

Even though the added 
costs are passed along to the 
customer it will almost cor* 



Your Congressman 

Reports,.,..

A .spirited debate in the 
,U. S, I louse of Uepi;esenta* 
lives developed- recently on 
the subject of the national 
debt,. 

Of course, if the national 
debt ceiling is not raised by 
$5 or $t> billion, the federal 
govoriifneiil dimply cannot 
pay its bills, and the credit oT 
the United States. .Govern: 
itienl will- be impaired with.' 
all of the far-reaching conse- 
quences thai this would on- 
tail. On the other hand, 
some opponents declare I hat 
until I he Administration is 
turned down on such a re- 
quest, federal spending will 
continue to mount. 
' Questions of credibility as 
well as of economy have en- 
tered into the debt ceiling 
debates, ami. these subjects 
should be understood fully 
by the American public— 
since it Is the public's 
money which is involved. 
While "the debt ceiling ap- 
proved by the U. S. House 
of Representatives is $336 
billion, this figure does not 
in fact represent the total 
obligations of the federal 
government, either direct or[ 
contingent. 

Kecently, the federal gov- 
ernment, has engaged in the 
practice of selling so-called 
participation eerti f i e a t e s. 
These evidences of indebt- 
edness are at the same time 
an asset, and a liability of the 
federal treasury. They con- 
sisLoMiome -mortgages, "stu- 
dent loans and other types of 
obligations (held by the fed- 
eral treasury) which the bor- 
rowers have agreed to repay, 
but which the federal govern- 
ment has guaranteed. Some 
or these participation certifi- 
cates have been transferred 
to the Social Security trust 
fund and to the . funds of 
other agencies in exchange 
for cash — in order to Improve 
the appearance or the federal 
economy. The participation 
certificates are regarded as 
"outside of the national debt" 
and do not come; under the 
$33fi billion debt limit. 

Republicans hold that di- 
rect obligations of this type, 
equally wit h government 
bonds and other obligations, 
should be included in the na- 
tional debt — and rallure to 
adopt this practice deprives 
the American people of in- 
formation about their govern- 
ment and its economy lo 
which they are entitled. 

The federal debt is financ- 
ed through so-called long- 
term and short-term obliga- 
tions. Long - term federal 
bonds (5 years or more) are 
subject-to-a -maximum inter- 
est rate of A v a per cent. 
Since the federal govern- 
ment itself cannot borrow 
at the present time at such 
a low interest rate, lite neces- 
sary funds -to finance the 
federal system are procured 
through . short-term obliga- 
tions — which are not subject 
to the 4'/i per cent interest 
rate limitation. On this 
short-term bprrowtng, the 
federal treasury has paid in 
excess of (I per cent during 
the past year. Indeed, the 
interest rates paid by the fed-, 
ernl government during ififiO 
are reported to be the high- 
est in forty years. 

Republican leaders have 
pointed out that if the long- 
term interest rate level were 
to be increased to, say, 4 : ^i 
per cent, a great deal of the 
short-term borrowing could 
be financed on a, .long-term 
basis at tremendous savings 
to the "j\mericari taxpayer. 
It is estimated that the exist- 
ing interest rale celling cost 
the federal' treasury . more 
than $1.5 billion in 196G 
alone. • <j

Crimc and punishment are 
major Hems of legislative in- 
terest. 

In fhc 1005 session, the 
Legislature enacted a scries 
of wide-ranging anti-crime 
laws. 

The 1007 Session is dis- 
playing a similar trend, 
which, if anything, is more 
imaginative in subject matter 
than before. 

One tiling from. this legis- 
lature that you can count on 
is more Slate police. Both 
parties have now agreed 
that the number of Slate 
troopers should be increased 
from 1,100 to 1,500. 

Three so-called anli-crime 
bills which failed in 1905 
will be tried again. The most 
controversial of these was 
the gun control act. In 1965, 
Ibis proposed law evoked 
more mail to legislators than 
any other issue. ^ 

My prediction is that this 
will fail again this year, 

Tlie "slop and frisk" hill 
was passed by the Legislature 
in 1905; hut Governor Ker- 
nel' vetoed it. This will 
probably be repeated. (This 
proposal .".would permit law 
enforcement officials lo 
search anyone suspected of 
committing a crime.) 

The third issue Is the wire- 
tapping bill. This would 
permit evidence secured 
through wire-tapping as ad- 
missible in court. 

This Session, however, this 
proposal has been revised so 
as to permit the. police lo lis- 
ten to, and record, any con- 
versation providing they 
have the consent of one of 
the parties to the conversa- 
tion. This new version intro- 
duced last week by Senator 
Favvell.. of.. Naperville,, will 
probably pass. 

Senator Fawoll has also in- 
troduced a bill to make it 
a crime to kee p or use , in 
any public place, games of 
pinhall, bagatelle or pigeon- 
hole. ; 

Senator Lanigan of Chi- 
cago would .make" it a crime 
for B-girls to be employed. 
His bill was amended to in- 
clude B-boys. (This must be 
something new.) 
. Representative Anthony 
Scariano (Park Forest) would 
make it a crime for anyone 
to alter the odometer of a 
motor vehicle for the purpose 
of deceiving a prospective 
purchaser. (This should have 
been passed a long lime ago.) 
A number of other anti- 
crime bills have been intro- 
duced, and this number will 
grow in the weeks to conie. 
Most of them will no doubt 
become law. - • 

The most controversial will 
be: gun control, wire-tap- 
ping, and "slop and frisk."

Already, there 
dlcatlon that the struggle this 
Session will' be • long ami 
bloody. How it will end 
neither I nor anyone else 
knows for sure. I will pre- 
dict, however, that Illlnolsans 
will be paying more taxe's 
after July 1st of this year. 

These- taxes will bo" paid (o 
local governments as well as 
to the State.. Certainly the 
gasoline tax will be increas- 
ed, but there will be no 'di- 
version of this revenue for 
non-highway purposes. 

School fina'neing is very ex- 
pensive, and when I refer to 
.schools. .1 am speaking about 
grade schools, high schools, 
junior colleges and the six 
stale universities . Inciden- 
tally, a rocoriimendation will 
be made by a special legisla- 
tive commission that a Stale 
School of, Public Health 
should, be established. 

Mental institutions need 
more employees, public aid 
recipients must be paid their 
allotments, the Slate Police 
must he expanded, tourism 
and economic growth must 
be promoted , . . t and. the list 
of broader money demands 
could go on and on. All of 
these may bo worthy .and 
justifiable. Many may be re- 
quired because the Federal 
Government will provide 
some money only if Illinois 
will do the same. 

This fiscal seduction by the 
Federal Government is very 
effective — and expensive 
when all amounts arc added 
together. 

The Federal Government 
docs nn excellent job in en- 
couraging the State to spend 
additional nioney. It is, how- 
ever, rather reluctant lo 
suggest ways in which the 
slate, is to find this money. . 

According lo the Constitu- 
tion, Illinois cannot go into 
debt, -except for building 
purposes. Therefore, tlje 
only alternative is to increase 
existing taxes or to rind new 
(axes to impose. 

Here -lies the dilemma of 
either increasing the sales 
tax or imposing a Stale in- 
come tax. The problem also 
-helps to inspire the recent 
proposal to legalize bingo and 
lotteries and to tax their 
revenue. A proposed income 
tax has also been Introduced. 
As yet, no increase in the 
sales tax or the gasollutf'fax 
has been introduced, but 
few will bo surprised if it 
happens. 

Legislators aro very aware 
of the demands being made 
for greater governmental ser- 
vices, more facilities and 
higher salaries. Unless tax 
measures arc voted, these 
things cannot he provided. 
They are also very sensitive 
to the fact that laxes, being 
the unpopular subject thai 
they are, will usually provoke 
strong opposition at the polls 
on election day. 

Tiio answer is neither easy 
nor painless. ; .

"The social security office 
docs not make the decision 
or pay the claim," Barnett 
said. "The law requires that 
the payments be handled 
through the selected medi- 
care carriers. But we can 
answer general questions 
about medicare and help peo- 
ple in the Lake or McHenry 
County area gel their appli- 
cations ready for review by 
the carrier." 

"If an older person cannot 
visit the social security of- 
fice in person,, he-can send 
the forms by mail or by 
someone else," he said, "but 
in this case, he should be 
sure to give his telephone 
number."

President Johnson has an- 
nounced that approximately 
MO.OOO students whose col- 
lege education depends on 
having a job will receive help 
fronr^the" -Federal^ college" 
work-study program during 
the first half of 1007. 

Nearly S0&' million in 
grants has been awarded by 
the U. S. Office of -Education' 
to_ l.fl'll colleges and uni- 
versities to provide jobs for 
students \vho could not en : 
lor or - continue in college 
Without financial help. Insti- 
tutions in .all no states, the 
'District of Columbia/Guam, 
Puerto Rico, and the Virgin 
.Islands ore participating in 
the progrgam. The present 
award continues financial as- 
sistance in. effect during the 
.first half. : of the current 
school year.' 

Since the college work- 
si udy , program began "in • the 
spring of 1005. under the 
Economic Opportunity Act of 
1904, Federal grants totaling 
$219.0 million have been 
made available. The pro- 
gram provided jobs • for 
37,000 financially needy- col- 
lege students during the first 
semester if was in effect 
and has increased each 
school year to the present to- 
tal of 190.000. The nttmber or 
institutions participating has 
increased from 074 to 1,541.

"Not only is (he traffic ac- 
cident rate becoming appall- 
ing, but insurance companies 
paid out a record $312,000,- 
378 last year in losses. The 
rising insurance rates are re- 
flected in the amount the 
careful sane drivers pay, but 
who arc in a hopeless posi- 
tion to do anything 'about .it.

"The superintendent of 
public instruction has' dis- 
cussed alternatives, all hav- 
ing to do with getting more 
tax money for driver educa- 
tion — cither from other state 
funds or by tacking another 
dollar onto the renewal fee 
for driver licenses.

An actuarial study of fatal 
accidents in all types of in- 
dustries indicates that bul- 
t on makers might -have the 
best safety record of any oc- 
cupational group. An aver- 
age or SlflO butionmakers. in 
the study had only a single 
fatal accident during a 10-, 
year period. However, the 
butionmakers were too small 
a group for calculating a 
meaningful, fatality rate. 

The study conducted by 
the Society of Actuaries, in- 
volved a total of 20.2:10 acci- 
dental deaths from 10f>5 
through 1004. among an av- 
erage of nearly 5.1) million 
workers covered by group 
life insurance policies with 
14 leading life, insurance 
companies, i 

Their overall yearly fatal- 
ity rate was 45 accidental 
deaths per 100.000 workers.' 
Safer Jobs 

Some occupations with 
very good safety records in- 
cluded: eigarmakers and oth- 
er tobacco workers, whose 
average rate was 18 fatalities 
per 100.000 workers: nurses 
and hospital employees, 2G 
fatal ities;, o f f i c e clerical 
workers < and _ telephone-*com* 
pany employees. 27; retail 
merchants. 28: shoemakers 
and other leather goods work- 
ers, also 28, p and soap mak- 
ers, 29. 

Tiiesc figures include all 
types of fatal accidents, both 
on and off the job. And 
workers generally have more 
accidental deaths off the job 
than on 'the- job. Those who 
lose their lives in traffic ac- 
cidents or in falls at home 
are included. 

Some of the more hazard- 
ous occupations included 
mining, logging arid road 
construction. The combined 
fatality rate for all types of 
mining was 118 accidental 
deaths per 100,000 -workers.. 
The rate for woodsmen and 
loggers was 122, and for road 
workers was 105, 

By far the largest industry 
represented in the actuaries' 
study was 'metal product 
manufacturing. Because it in- 
volves much the largest num- 
ber of employees, it also had 
the largest number of acci- 
dental deaths. However, fa- 
tality rates for employees 
of metal product, manufactur- 
ers were generally' close to 
the overall average for all 
industries in the study. 

For example, employees of 
aircraft manufacturers aver- 
aged 48 accidental death's 
per 100,000 workers. Auto, 
and agricultural implement 
workers averaged 59. The 
rate for workers in radio, 
television and electronic 
manufacturing was 33. 

The average for workers in 
steel and other metal mills 
and foundries was 63 fatali- 
ties. But steel building and 
bridge construction workers 
averaged 98.

is government the servant 
or the master of the people? 

As- constituted in America 
— and in the origination, "of 
township government — the 
pri ma ry purpose is to , work 
for Jhe good .of .the people. 
This;, then, should be the oc- 
cupation of the township's 
elected/Officials, 
• Under Illinois law, town- 
ships are authorized to ad* 
minister' important functions 
such as taxation, health and 
welfare. public r improve- 
.. merits; road and bridge' Work, 
some educational matters, 
and '♦•if! t<' 'youth and the 
.aged..*'\ 

There are va r ia I i o us 
throughout tile state, particu- 
larly between" Cook County 
' and balance of Illinois. These 
'variations will be noted as 
they apply' to the functions 
of the officials involved. 

The town board consists of 
tlie supervisor, the town 
■ clerk and three 'auditors. 
Each has one vote on the 
hoard. Meetings are gener- 
ally, held once a month; al- 
though this" is not required 
by law. Acfttally the board 
may meet more often if 
township business requires 
— this, — '.' 



Annual, t u vv n meetings, 
which all the*. electorate of 
the township may attend, are 
held once a year on the first 
Tuesday of April. The pur- 
poses of these meetings are 
to inform the public' what 
the township program will 
be for the coming year, and 
to obtain approval of the 
annual budget. Functions 
and actviities are discussed 
at these meetings, and. ap- 
pointments ..made to com- 
mittees or commissions. Also,, 
a petition by 15 electors of 
the township can call special 
town meetings. 

The supervisor is' chair* 
man of the town hoard, but 
not. of the annual town meet- 
ing. At this session, a mod- 
erator from the electorate is 
chosen to be chairman, in' 
true democratic fashion.. 

As the top officer of "tlie 
township, the supervisor 
han dles m ajor administrative 
-duties^. He i s the town's 
treasurer, responsible for re- 
ceiving income and paying 
bills, and keeping accounts. 

The supervisor also serves 
as administrator of general 
assistance and public wel- 
fare, in addition to all health, 
public improvement, youth 
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assistance and other pro- 
grams which the town under- 
takes. 

In most larger downstatc 
townships, assistant super* 
vlseors are elected, but do 
not serve on the town board. 
Their— purpose ~\s to add 
larger township representa- 
tion on the county board 
frefm more heavily populated 
townships. With supervisors 
and -assistants serving on 
county boards, township and 
county governments arc* In- 
ter-related' from the township 
level upward. . 

There is a movement un- 
derway, to change this struc- 
ture. Some streamlining may 
take place iri 1907, as it re- 
lates to the ■one-man,- one- 
vole principle of representa- 
tion. ';'..., 

In Cook County, a separate 
county board • is . elected, in- 
dependent of to w n s h I p 
boards. This county board 
consists of 15 members, of 
whom ten are from Chicago 
and five from the suburbs. 
Again, the one-man, onc : votc 
rule may affect this arrange- 
ment because of the rapid 
growth of Cook County sub- 
urban, area. 

The town clerk has charge 
of all town, records, certifies 
the amount of taxes neces- 
sary for township purposes, 
handles voting registration 
for township elections, is- 
sues election notices, and 
keeps minutes of all town 
meetings. vThls - office was 
called .upon recently to be- 
come more active in stimu- 
lating voter registration* and 
voter turnout in all elections. 
Town audlors perform the 
duties which their title sug- 
gests. They audit the ac- 
counts and the performance 
of the township. They func- 
tion as representatives of the 
townspeople on the town 
Other township officials 
arc elected, but do not serve 
on the town board. Offices 
include assessor, collector, 
and highway commissioner, 
and in a few cases some of- 
fices arc appointed by the 
town board such as water 
commissioner and weed com- 
missioner. 

The assessor is elected in" 
all township counties 
throughout the state except 
his {duties arc not always the 
same. In Cook County, he 
roesno assessing of real prop- 
erty. His .fob is. to check 
such— property— not on tax 
rolls, and check properly im- 
provements which require 
assessments, which he then 
.reports to the county assess- 
or. He is responsible for as- 
sessment, of individual and 
non-corporate personal prop- 
erty taxes. ; 

'In all township counties 
other "than Cook County 
townships, the town assessor 
handles all real and personal 
property tax assessments. 

The town collector exists 
in five counties in Illinois, 
but ,no longer exists in oth- 
ers, where a county collector 
.takes over. Where this office, 
does exist, the town collector 
lakes in laxes for the coun- 
ty; and is -authorized .to re- 
tain 2 per cent of all money 
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he collects for operation of 
the township. This, means 
that in those townships un- 
der this system, generally no 
own tax levies arc made, 
since the township usually 
can operate on the 2 per 
cent- -commission__it_enrns. 
Where the earnings become 
greater., than the ' operational 
needs of tlie township; sur- 
plus funds arc turned over 
to school district*, thus giv- 
ing tax relief to the people 
in those ..districts, and. help- 
ing improve school systems 
terns in the township. 

All townships in Illinois 
have highway commissioners, 
who supervise the construc- 
tion and 'maintenance of 
township (rural) roads. In 
metropolitan suburban areas, 
such as Nilcs' and New Trier 
Townships ".in Cook County; 
there ''arc. no .township roads, 
even though -a highway com- 
missioner is' elected.' In 
such cases, this is simply an 
honorary position, and the 
township budget no funds for 
his "department." 

Although there is consid- 
erable variation from town- 
ship to township, most pay 
scales are not in high salar- 
ied brackets. Township su- 
pervisors, for example, earn 
from $5 to $12 per diem. U 
Cook County they can be 
paid a flat salary per year, 
not to be oyer $4,800). The 
township assessor receives a 
salary based on the popula- 
tion oLhis township, which 
varies from $20 per day in 
small townships to $12,000 
per year in large townships 
of 75,000 or more population. 
The township tax collector 
receives his salary on a 
sliding scale based on the 
amount of taxes collected by 
him. Clerks receive from $5 
to $12 per diem if they are 
working on a fee basis. The 
electors can, if they so wish, 
place the town clerk on a fiat 
yearly salary. If they choose 
to do this then the clerk, must 
turn over to the township 
treasurer' all fees collected 
by him. 

Highway commissioners 
collect nothing in townships 
with no township roads. In 
townships which do have a 
road system their salary is 
set by the town board of 



whore the federal govern- 
ment Is now involved. 

Township governments are 
particularly well suited to be 
given more important roles 
In this' picture, They are 
set up as excellent local dis- 
tricts for tlie administration 
of governmental business, 

As matters now stand, 
where do townships obtain 
their tax revenue? How is 
their , income , determined? 
Who. handles it, and what do 
they do with it? 

Township rcvenuo is' ob- 
tained primarily from real 
and personal property tax 
collections. In most cases, 
townships also obtain a share 
of stale motor fuel and sales 
taxes, as. apportioned by the 
state of local governments. 

Among -Illinois townships, 
there .arc variations^ in the 
handling . of township busi- 
ness and taxation, dire to. dif- 
fering ihtcr-governmcntal ■ re- 
lationships, 

In primarily rural areas, 
the township is the major 
governmental body serving 
unincorporated (non-city or 
village) areas. 

Where single cities fill the 
geographical. area of a town- 
ship, township government 
is generally, combined with 
city government. This oc- 
curs in cities, such as Evan* 
slon, Peoria, Bloomington, 
Granite City and others. 

In Cook County, townships 
do not' function within the 
city -of— Chicago,— although 
township units still techni- 
cally exist in some outlying 
sections of the city. Cook 
County suburban townships 
— 30 of them — have struc- 
tures which differ from 
downstatc townships, . be- 
cause of the Inter-relation- 
ship with, the large;' power- 
ful Cook County government. 

Rural iypc townships es- 
tablish their own tax levies 
'based .on estimated' needs. 
They assess real and personal 
properly taxes and establish 
tax v rales accordingly. How- 
ever, they do not handle the 
collection of taxes, which is 
done by the county, then -ap- 
portioned hack to townships. 

City-township /units com- 
bine all-' (ax functions. In 
fact, job functions arc handl- 
ed by officials who serve

So, township government 
is not expensive govenrmont. 
It is also clean government, 
because of the high caliber of 
local officials, and their 
closeness to the people. 

The people get their 
money's worth, and more, in 
township services. These ser- 
vices will be spelled out in 
articles which follow. 

TOWNSHIP BUSINESS: 

INCOME RECEIVED 

FOR SERVICES RENDERED 

Within the state of Illinois, 
the federal government col- 
lects approximately $4 bil- 
lion in income taxes. And 
this is only part of the fed- 
eral tax take. 

The State of Illinois col- 
lects about $2 billion. This 
comes from sates taxes, mo- 
tor fuel taxes and vehicle 
licenses. ; - ■ 

Illinois townships — more 
than 1400 of them— collect 
a total of approximately $45 
million. Their revenue 
amounts to about 1% of the 
federal income lax collec- 
tion. 

In government, as in your 
personal life or in. business, 
the bigger the income the 
more you can do. This ex- 
plains why the federal gov- 
ernment has moved into al- 
most every area of govern- 
mental service. It explains 
why local governments arc 
often strapped in their abil- 
ity to deliver .ail the services 
which they arc 'capable— of 
providing — and can often do 
better when local administra- 
tion is required. 
— Many-cconomisls-aud-gov*- 
crnmental leaders arc think- 
ing seriously about this situ- 
ation. Economist Walter 
Heller, an adviser of two 
presidents, as well as several 
congrcssional_leaders; _havc 
proposed, plans to return 
some of the federal tax rev- 
enue to state and local gov- 
ernments. . 

This relates to the inher- 
ent ability of local govern- 
ments to serve. as. highly ef- 
ficient, effective bodies to 
administer mallei's of health, 
welfare, local improvements 
and many other services 



Townships in Cook County 
generally levy no taxes. The 
working -revenue for these 
townships is-detormiuod-by 
a 2% commission on real and 
personal properly taxes paid 
locally. 

.' In many, of I he growing, 
prosperous C o ok County 
townships; total revenues fre- 
quently exceed budgetary 
needs. . The general practice 
has been to turn over surplus 
revenue to local school dis- 
tricts. This enables schools 
to improve their facilities 
and also helps.' to relieve 
school district tax burdens. 
In many townships, there 
is also a trend to increase 
township services, as voted 
on by the town board and 
approved by the local citizen- 
ry. However, relatively few 
townships arc fortunate 
enough to' have surpluses en- 
abling them to consider an 
expansion, of their services. 
The costs or township ser- 
vices are usually small in 
comparison with other gov- 
ernmental sources. In many 
cases, township services arc 
provided either on a volun- 
teer or part-time basis. This 
is particularly true of com* 
missions or committees 
which arc set up to consider 
or administer certain- health 
and welfare projects in a 
township. In fact, state law 
docs not permit payment of 
personnel for many such 
projects. J 

Township budgets cover 
operating expenses, general 
assistance appropriations and 
an appropriation for roads 
and bridges (except whore 
there arc no township roads). 
These budgets must he 
carefully planned and justi- 
fied, because they arc sub- 
ject to questioning and ap- 
proval by the people at' an- 
nual town meetings. II is 
extremely rarc^_ to find any 
padding or boondoggling in 
township budgets, because 
ot-lhis-closc-control-by— thc- 
pcoplc. 

Where else is lh(s form of 
public control found in gov- 
ernment? ■'- 

Some phases of township 
business and taxing proce- 
flurcs arc likely to be modi- 
fied and improved hy legis- 
lative action in' ]!)B7. . This 
subject is on the agenda of 
the next slate legislature, It 
includes a proposal for re- 
codifying township 1 aw $■, 

which will ultimately mod- 
ernize the' legal base for 
township government. Also,

Politics is the name of the 

game when it comes to suelt 
issues as taxes.

posal to save Codk County 
from cut-backs in services.

Since this was an emer- 
gency measure, it required 
two-thirds vote. All indica- 
tions, were, earher in \ the 
•week, -that the Democrats 
would be supportive. ' This 
quickly vanished when the 
measure came lip for a vote 



and all Democrats and some 
Republicans, failed to vote 
cither "yes" or "no." 

The Republicans, 3D in 
number, were not complete- 
ly unified on this particular 
issqe, and when it was clear 
that it was not going to get 
the' requisite consi{utiouat 
two-thirds vote, (which in the 
Senate is 30), Senator Arring- 
ton moved to postpone the 
final vole. 

The Democratic strategy 
was, in effect, to trade. They 
would support Ogilvic's pro- 
posal, in return for which the 
Republicans would support 
Ihe lax proposals desired by 
Mayor Daley . . . these be- 
ing an increase in the munici- 
pal sales tax and also permis- 
sion to levy municipal taxes 
on cigarettes, liquor and ho- 
tel an dmotel rooms. 

Whether this strategy will 



work or not, remains lo be 
seen. It is clear to this writer 
that the Democrats cannot 
really afford to let JVlr. Og- 
ilvic's tax bill he defeated 
since they . would be held re- 
sponsiblc for such a course oT 
action . . . and it must not 
he overlooked that "Mayor 
Daley, chairman of lhc Dem- 
ocratic Party in Cook Coun- 
ty, is up for re-elcclion this 
spring, lie, not the -Demo* 
ends In v Alio , ^Lpglslalurc, 
would be the, one held ac- 
countable. 
It should not. be forgot ten 



that the Republican major- 
ity in both houses of the 
Legislature docs have the 
power to provide immediate 
retaliation. 

One specific example could 
be to deny the appropriations 
now needed by a number of 
State .agencies who have ex- 
hausted their budgeted 
amounts before the end of 
their budget period (June 30). 
These agencies are now ask- 
ing the Legislature to grant 
them a "deficiency appropri- 
ation." Such measures re- 
quire' a two-thirds vote, and 
the Republicans arc in an ex- 
cellent position to delay their 
enactment. 

This could be very incon- 
venient to governor Kerner. 

It all means that both Apoli- 
tical parties will have to get 
together and compromise— 
which is the art of politics.
